Turnbull hammock Is an absolute 
necessity and that if the water' can 
he kept off that section during the 
..w,et seasons the hammock land will 
~bb shown to be one of the best cit- 
rus fruit and truck-growing sections 
-of-the state of Florida, the owners 
•of land in the hammock'have started 
another effort to form a drainage dis- 
trict, and this time the effort shows 
every evidence of being successful. 


An effort to form a drainage dis- 


trict to take In hammock territory 
-west and south of New Smyrna, run- 
ning 
from 
Turnbull creek to the 


liead of the Indian river, was made 
in 1909, under the provisions ot a 
state law, but after several months 
of hard and consistent work on the 
part of the land owners and others 


^interested In the matter, the effort 
''was dropped and the petitions 'cir- 


culated and signed at that!time;were 
never presented 
to the board ot 


•county commissioners.

4t that time the effort was made 


on the .basl* of a majority of the 
swreage within the proposed district 
«nd it I* stat«d that some, of.ths tend 
companies owning large tracts within 
the limits of the proposed dtotrict 
declined to rapport th* proposition 
and the effort to get a majority of 
the acreage for the district was un- 


'.'!, successful on this account. 


During the. legislative session ot 


1816, however, the old drainage law 
was amended In a number of partic- 
ulars and- one of the particulars, It 
Is stated, makes it possible to have 
a drainage district formed on peti- 
tion of a majority of the owners of 
lands within the proposed district. 
Under this provision-it is now pro- 
posed to make a strong effort to 
have a drainage district formed to 
take in the whole of Turnbull ham- 
mock and have ditches and lateral's 
of sufficient 
size, and number to 


carry away the surplus water at all 
seasons of the year.

district is to have these ditch outlets 
excavated and issue bonds to pay 
for the work, assessing benefits and 
damages to the various tracts of land, 
as provided in the new state law. 
The first step to be taken is for a 
majority of the land owners within 
the proposed special district to peti- 
tion the board of county commission- 
ers to create the special district and 
appoint three supervisors to have 
charge of the engineering and exca- 
vating work.' Following this three 
commissioners are appointed to make 
a careful examination of the whole 
district, setting the amount of bene- 
fits and damages, shouhi thert be 
any damages, to each 'tract of land 
within the district 
.The benefits 


are assessed and collected as taxes 
on tne tend, and this money is to be 
used in paying the Interest and re- 
tiring the bonds issued by the super 
visors of the-dlstrkt; 


The proportion to drain Turnbnil

til it is finished and ready for use. 
The contract calls tor the work to 
be. finished by the first of April. 


It Is stated that the contractor 


rill start the first gang of 60 men to 
work next Monday and that the con- 
struction force will be gradually in- 
cieesed as the work progresses. 


The completion of this line win 


ss*e many mile* of hauling both pass- 
wgersand freight to and from the 
main Tts* and points on the Okee- 
chobes division aad will make Hew 
Smyrna the most Important divMoui 
point on the Flagler system. Wheat' 
he cutoff Is completed trains will be 
operated to and from New Smyrna 
nstead of Maytown, as at,present. 
Under the., present arrangement a' 
ihange. from .the main line to the 
Enterprise'branch is made at Tltus- 
ille and' another change to the. 
Okeecbobee line is made at 
May- 


town. 
The new • arrangement will 


give a through connection from New 
Smyrna to the Okeechobee line. 


For some time it has been' rumor- 


ed that the East Coast road will ul- 
tmatety build another cutoff from 
Okeechobee to make another con- 
nection with the main line at Fort 
Pierce and that during the rush sea- 
son a great deal of the freight busi- 
ness will.be handled over this in- 
terior route to the main line at New 
Smyrna, leaving the line along 
the 


coast more free for the handling of . 
the extra passenger trains during 
the winter time.

given when this line will be built.

A Story of 
TheJBalkans

Shortly after the as*a*sln*tlon\of the 


Austrian royalties In Serrta that 
brought on the big European war 1 
was talking with my friend Hardegan 
about It and noticed that be waa under 
considerable emotion. 


"If the subject la disagreeable to 


yon, Ned," I sold, "let us change It." 


He made no reply for a few mo- 


ments, then lowering hi* voioe said: 


"You know that my wife was born 


and brought up In one of the Balkan 
atates." 


"I know that you have been very 


eecretive about your wife's pact," I re- 
plied. 


•There is a reason for my Btcrettre- 


&en. The people of tbe Balkan state* 
have lived hi a constant state of op- 
pression by the Turks and of late yean 
In dread of being absorbed by .one or 
another of European sovereigns. My 
iwlfe bad spent her childhood to fa- 
miliarity with the barbarous act* of 
the Turks and when she became a wo- 
man saw her country In. process of 
passing jrito an empire lying to tbe 
west" 
' 


He then told me the following story: 
•'My wife, as yon know, is called 


Anna. That Is not ber name, but I 
shall not give yon her real name or tell 
you where is her birthplace. When 
I went abroad before settling down to 
my profession I put aside a year for 
travel 
In Vienna I made the ac- 


quaintance of an Austrian of promi- 
nence who let me Into the secret of 
Austrian Intentions respecting tbe 
provinces lying to the eastward of the 
empire. 
That; summer Bosnia and 


Herzegovina were annexed. 


"From Vienna 1 went to Servla and 


thence through all tbe Balkan states. 
In one of them—I shall not say which— 
I met my wife. We took a desperate 
fancy to each other at once. Her fam- 
ily was noble, and. she being both re- 
fined and intelligent, there seemed no 
reason why,we should not be married 
except that we were of a different race. 


"After our engagement 1 told my 


wife what 1 had learned about, Aus- 
trian Intentions concerning • certain 
Balkan states. 
I noticed ;that she 


listened with deep emotion. She bated 
the Austrlans and seemed to dread 
their encroachment 
My Information 


confirmed certain hints she. bad 
celved that the emperor' of A" 
wo* about to appropriate 
•tate and that. a certain Ai 
diplomat was then In the; capltal-ia 
which «he llved-who was taking *fe 
ttln preparatory steps, tor the occnpsV 
tion. This wemed to work UB»» **t 
mind,' distressing her very much: 


"I was glad when our wedding day 


arrived, for *ue wo* to leave her home 
with me for America.' The bridal was 
solemnised with a certain barbaric 
splendor which was enhanced by the 
picturesque costumes of all but myeelf, 
I .wearing-the usual America^ clothe* 
and looking-for:all, the world Ilk* a 
weed In a flower garden, 


, "in the evening after tbe ceremony 
my wife bade goodby to her family and 
friends with so much emotion that I 
wondered If she would be content in 
our far distant home. Then we entered 
the carriage that was to take us to the 
station. Betort starting, my wife-arid 
me to agk tbe coachman to stop at 
the bouse of a friend of hers to whom 
she wished to say goodby. I noticed 
that Anna carried in her band'a small 
package, and I asked her why she bad 
not put it in a trunk or a satchel. She 
replied that It was glass and perishable. 


"When we reached ber friend's bouse 


she asked me to remain in .the carriage 
while she went in and bade her friend 
goodby. Sbo would not be gone more 
than two or three minute*. I assented. 
She went to the door, still carrying tbe 
package. A young woman admitted her; 
the two disappeared Inside for about • 
minute; then Anna reappeared and re- 
turned to me—without tbe package. I 
caw no evidence of an emotional part- 
ing between the two girl friends. In- 
deed, both seemed absorbed In some- 
thing else. 


"From Anna's home we passed Into 


Hungary. In the morning we were at 
Budapest, and at the.hotel I noticed 
knots of persons talking excitedly on 
some subje t and on Inquiry learned 
that an attempt bad been made during 
tbe night in the city we bad left to 
assassinate the Austrian diplomat, who 
was preparing the way for the state1* 
annexation. A woman had thrown a 
bomb through an open window* into a 
room where .her intended victim 
•ittlng. He was badly injured, bet** 
killed. The news did not appear In the 


, newspapers. It was simply whispered 
from one person to another. Indeed,' 
It was never published to tbe world. 


"When I rejoined my wife I told her 


what I bad beard. She turned'pal* 
and In two quick questions asked if tbe 
Ctrl who had thrown the bomb had 
been captured and if the attempt.bad 
been successful. The answer to the 
Ont qoeetiw I did not know. Tbeaec- 
«M I auiWBtta.meebankally, for my 
wife's emotion, taken with other 
events, led me te suspect that *b* h*d 
delivered to the a**a*ela theibomb mwt 
b a d beta •**•,

a distance of 60 miles It 1* a 
sssarjr to have an elevation of 
2,000 feet in order to see the point at 
which the instrument 1* sighted.

Assistant State Auditor M. C. Me- 


Intosh 'has Just completed SB exam- 
ination and audit of the various of- 
flees of Volusla county, and his report 
was submitted by Governor Tram- 
mell to the board of county commis- 
sioners at the meeting of that body 
Monday evening. 


The auditor found that S. D. Pea- 


cock, when serving as county game 
warden, had collected $1,950 as fees 
where jail sentences bad been served 
instead of flues paid by offenders 
against the game and fish laws, and 
that Charles Jones had been paid 
$713 under like conditions. 
The at- 


torney general has held that the pay 
ment of these fees was illegal and 
the auditor demanded the return ot 
the money to the county treasury 
Both Mr. Peacock and Mr. Jones have 
refused to return the money unless 
so ordered by a court of competent 
jurisdiction. Governor Trammell In 
a supplemental*feommnnieatlon to the 
board suggested that that body make 
a formal demand for the return ot 
the money and if the demand is not 
complied with the attorneys for the 
board were authorised to commence 
suit 


The auditor found some objection' 


to the sheriff's accounts, partlcnlarlv 
where mileage had been charged for 
bringing prisoners from beyond the 
confines of the state and these al- 


re- 
by 


Sheriff Smith. This leaves the sher- 
iff in the position of having brough* 
prisoners, Including one negro from 
California, back to tbe state at his 
own expense. 


The auditor's report In reference to 


the sheriff's office is as follows: 


"Upon examination ot tb* Sheriff's 


office from the beginning of his pres- 
ent term, I (lad that the distance 
from the court house to certain points 
within the county to greater by rail 
than by the public road; that from 
time immemorial mileage has been 
reckoned and charged for according 
to the railroad mileage, while it U 
usual to travel the public road. In 
other eases I find that the distance 
travelled was actually greater than 
the mileage charged for. It also ap- 
pears from the records that the mile- 
age charge* to point* above referred 
to were also made by the former 
sheriff, and that these charges have 
been customary for a number ot 
year*. In some cases where prison- 
era were brought from beyond the 
limits of the state, according to the 
opinion* of the attorney general upon 
the statute which governs In this 
matter, excessive charge* hate been 
made.
